The initiative 
and referendum bring measures, as well, home 
for the individual consideration of the citizen. 
Competing platforms arc submitted for popular 
decision. Plainly the entire movement is to- 
ward a condition in which government will be 
constructed of the materials of popular purpose 
and opinion, and tlius its quality will follow the 
level of our mass fitness to determine the lines 
of government from its broadest conceptions 
down to details hitherto left largely to delegated 
authority. 


In times when delegated authority felt only 


dMlnntly the restraints and admonitions of pop-
